Geneva, Sept. 6 (By A. P.).—The

Sentiment 
appears to increase as to the likeli- 
hood that all the reservations will 
eventually be approved.

Chicago, Ill., Sept. 6 (By A. P.). 
At least 8 persons were killed and 
100 or more injured tonight when 
a local train from El Roy, Wis., on 
the Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
way was plowed into by anether pas- 
senger train of the same line frem 
Madison, Wis. 

The Bl Roy train was discharg- 
ing passengers at the Cortland 
street station, 3 miles from down- 
town, when the Madison train 
struck it. The last two coaches of 
the El Roy train were telescoped. 
and it was in them that most of the 
deaths and injuries occurred. Both 
trains were composed of wooden 
coaches and were filled with pas- 
sengers returning to Chicago after 
holiday outings. 

As the crash occurred, a north- 
bound train with headlight blazing 
brightly. was said to have been 
abreast the train struck and that 
was given as the cause of the Mad- 
ison train’s engineer not seeing the 
halted train into which he drove. 
No one on the Madison train was 
killed. 

Injured Cut From Debris. 

The right-of-way was not torn 
up. The only property damage was 
the demolition of the two rear 
wooden coaches of the El Roy train. 

Scores of patrol wagons and fire 
apparatus were rushed to the scene 
‘of the crash. Acetylene torches and 
axes were used in cutting out in- 
jured persons pinned down by the 
wreckage. 

Doctors and nurses from nearby 
hospitals were rushed to the scene 
and gave first aid. 

One woman whose leg was sev- 
ered was pinned down by wreckage 
and was released only after long 
minutes of agony. A man was 
pinned down by a beam, but it was 
believed his life would be saved. 

The first body taken from the 
debris was that of a 2-vear-old 
baby girl. 


Man Escapes, Wife Killed. 


The onl? body identified was 
that of Mrs. Bessie Simon, of Chi- 
cago, 43 years old. Her husband 
escaped death because just a mo- 
ment before the crash he had 
walked toward the front of the 
train. 

A huge wrecker was used to pull 
the roof off one of the coaches 
which had been telescoped and the 
arm of a baby apparently 1 year 
old, and the leg of a man and arm 
of a woman were found. The res- 
cue workers hurried their efforts in 

‘ hope of finding more victims alive. 

First reports were that the boiler 
of the locomotive of the Madison 
train exploded, and that the wreck- 
age caught fire, but they were er- 
roneous. 

Fortune Laidley, of Chicago, 
fireman of the Madison train, said 
he jumped when he saw the crash 
coming. The conductor in charge 
of the Fl Roy train was Richard 
Koepp, of Chicago, and the engi-

Palmer Seized the Stock. 


The history of the case dates 
back to the period of the war, when 
A. Mitchell Palmer, theft alien 
property custodian, seized a major- 
ity of the stock of the American 
Metals Co., of New York, as Ger- 
man-owned property. The com- 
pany itself had reported that the 
stock was owned by aliens. 

Officers of the company swore 
that they were registered owners 
of the stock for the Metallgesell- 
schaft and Metallbank, . German 
companies, and for members of the 
Merton family, of Gefmany. The 
American Metals Co., originally 
founded with German capital, was 
known as the American branch of 
the German trust, owners of similar 
branches in other countries. 

This stock was later sold by the 
alien property custodian, and the 
$7,000,000 or so of proceeds, con- 
sisting of cash and Liberty bonds, 
was held by the Treasury of the 
United States for the alien prop- 
erty custodian in trust, credited to 
the former German owners. 

In 1921 a Swiss corporation 
known as the Societe Suisse Pour 
Valeurs de Metaux, made formal 
claim to the alien property custo- 
dian, then Col. Miller, for delivery 
to the Swiss of the $7,000,000 pro- 
ceeds. The Swiss based their claim 
on the ground that the German

E. S. Allen and Private Burke, of 
the Seventh precinct, responded and 
found Mrs. Burrows unconscious. 

They placed her in Burrows’ au- 
tomobile and started for the hospi- 
tal. The accident occurred while 
they were making a turn at Twenty- 
sixth’ street. Following the acci- 
dent they placed Mrs. Burrows in 
a taxicab and continued to the hos- 
pital.

A dispatch to the Daily Mall 
from Hendaye, Franco-Spanish 
frontier, asserts that a plot to seize 
King Alfonso and force him to sign 
an agreement of abdication Was 
frustrated only by the prompt sup- 
pression of the military revolt and 
the king’s departure from San Se- 
bastian for Madrid. 


Plotters Were Republicans,

The plotters, who were Spanish 
republicans residing at St. Jean de - 
Luz and other frontier towns, ac- 
cording to the Mail correspondent, - 
were only awaiting news that fignt- 
ing had begun between the rival 
military elements to cross the fron- 
tier in swift motor cars and make 
a raid on San Sebastian. They ap- 
parently hoped to find the police 
and loyal troops so busily occupied 
that the plotters would be able to 
reach the palace and seize the king. 

Little news has been allowed to 
pass from Madrid beyond official 
and semiofficia! statements, but the 
Official admission that\there have 
been conflicts with casualties at 
some places seems to prove that 
the week-end coup has not been so 
peacefully ironed out as at first 
reported in official dispatches, 

The situation is still obscure 
here, owing to the strict censor- 
ship imposed. According to dis- 
patches to the Spanish embassy in 
London, the Madrid government 
has full control of the situation 
and the artillery officers every- 
where are yielding to authorities, 

Political Move Possible. 


It still is not known whether 
there is any serious political move 
behind the action of the military

territory, where he is capturing 
wild animals as head of the Smith- 
sonian-Chrysler expedition. This is 
only one of a series of exciting 
events which form the stirring rou- 
tine of his daily life in East Africa, 
Dr. Mann writes. 

Dr. Mann’s near encounter with 
the leopard took place late at night. 
Leaving the shelter of his camp to 
frighten away an animal which he 
believed to be a hyena, the explorer 
heard the unmistakable growl of a 
leopard in the darkness. Thesound 
came from the ground a short dis- 
tanceaaway. ‘‘Fortunately,’’ Dr. 
Mann concludes, “I could not see to 
shoot. Had I fired and wounded 
the animal I would have been 


charged in the dark because a 
leopard always charges when hit.” 
Dr. Mann sought the safety of his 
camp. — 

The party finds it difficult to sleep 
at night, owing to the roaring of 
wild animals, the director writes. 
Daily captures of strange beasts are 
being made by the expedition which 
has even obtained a specimen of the 
scaly anteater or pangolin, ‘of 
which there is no specimen in any 
Amertean z00.’’ 

Other captures include such curi- 
osities as the poetic bul-bul bird, a 
very rare white-headed vulture, 
enormous black and white ravens 
and a baby serval cat. A baboon, 
according toethe writer, distracted 
his attention through persistent 
yowling and “finding fault with the 
world in a way that sets your nerves 
on end,’’ forcing him to close his 
letter.

The insidious at- 
tack on the legislative branch of 
our government is a stab at the 
heart of democracy. Note the slurs 
on Congress by newspapers whose 
récord is a 100 per cent defense of 
privilege. Note the attempt to pic- 
ture the Senate as a do-nothing, 
talkative body. This is in hope 
that a free forum will change to a 
controlled machine. 

“The Mussolini idea of govern- 
ment—or, rather, lack of govern- 
ment—is defended in the interest 
of efficiency. There is no question 
that it will be efficient so far as 
privilege is concerned and that the 
few can satisfy their wants because 
the people will not be permitted to 
be informed.’’

within a moment or so and great 
panic seized the spectators rushing 
for the door who had to pass 


through sheets of flame from the 
apparatus. Men, women and chil- 
dren were knocked down and 
trampled in the terrible rush. 

The wooden building soon be- 
came a furnace. Some managed 
to get to the one door and hurled 
themselves down the narrow stair- 
way. © Some active young men 
climbed through a skylight and 
escaped to safety in the neighbor- 
ing yard. A portion of the floor 
soon collapsed, dropping part of 
the spectators into the garage be- 
neath, whence it was more easy to 
escape. 

The fire burned itself out, and 
the building was completely de- 
stroyed. Most of the bodies recov- 
ered from the ruins were burned 
beyond recognition. Throughout 
the night rescuers were engaged in 
the ‘task of removing the dead. 
Most piteous scenes were to be ob- 
served during this work because of 
the distress caused the bereaved 
owing to their inability positively to 
identify their own dead. 

The bodies recovered include 
twenty women, ten men' and ten 
children. One family on a holiday 
age P London perished, six persons 
in all. 

Some.children who were thrown 
through the window escaped with 
bruises only. One young girl after 
clambering th h the skylight 
fell from the roof and was killed.

Three Inquiries Enliven 
New Hampshire Campaign 


in Support Given 


State Votes Today After Most Exciting Contests in 
History—Senator Moses Charged With Laxity 


Coolidge Policies. 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 6 (By A. 
P.).—One of the most exciting pri- 
mary campaignsin New Hampshire's 
political history ended today with 
interest in tomorrow’s voting cen- 
tered on the three-cornered contest 
for the Republican senatorial nomi- 
nation. In the field against Sena- 
tor George H. Moses, the incumbent, 
are former Gov. Robert P. Bass, of 
Peterboro, and James W. Remick, 
of Concord, a former judge of the 
State supreme court: 

While Senator Moses carried can 
a brisk campaign based on his ex- 
perience in Washington and his 
record in the Senate, former Gov. 
Bass appealed for support on the 
contention that Senator Moses had 
failed to support the policies of 
President Coolidge. Mr. Remick, 
passing the summer at Gloucestér, 
Mass., did little active campaign- 
ng. 

New interest was injected in the 
final weeks of the struggle when it 
became known that private detec- 
tives were in New Hampshire mak- 
ng an investigation ostensibly of 
prohibition issues. A group of 
workers headed by William H. Bar- 
bour, of the Burns agency, ques- 
tioned the various candidates and 
reports that their mission was to in- 
quire into primary campaign ex- 
penditures led Gov. John _ G. 
Winant to order a counter investi- 


gation by the 
department. 

Still another sensation was 
sprung last night when it became

The voters will be called on to 
decide on election day what they 
think of the liquor question by a 
referendum vote, as provided for 
by the last legislature.

CABINET MEMBER TELLS 
WHY HE FOUGHT PLAN 


Declares He Could Not See 
That Measure Would Aid 
American Agriculture. 


Osawatomie, Kans., Sept. 6 (By 
A. P.).—Farmers of Kansas and 
the agricultural industry as a whole 
were told today by Dr. William M. 
Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, 
that their difficulties constituted the 
biggest economic problem before 
the country, and that there would 
continue to be a farm problem until 
the purchasing price of the farmer’s 
dollar reaches 100 per cent. 

The Secretary of Agriculture ad- 
dressed an old-fashioned basket 
picnic of the local farmers’ associa- 
tion held in John Brown Memorial 
park here and attended by several 
thousand farmers. He explained 
his opposition to the. McNary- 
Haugen measure which he termed 
a “‘price-fixing bill that would put 
the government into business rather 
than leaving the business in the 
hands of producers, and declared 
that in farmer-controlled coopera- 
tive marketing lay the only solu- 
tion, in his belief, of the market- 
ing problem of the farmer. 


Secretary’s View Assailed. 


The Secretary’s statements in re- 
gard to cooperative marketing and 
his opposition to the proposals of 
the original Haugen measure were 
attacked by Milo Reno, president of 
the Farmers’ Union of Iowa. 

‘The time has come,’’ Mr. Reno 
said, ‘‘for the farmers to tell the 
Secretary of Agriculture that he is 
not there to criticize or dictate to 
them, but carry out the farmers’ 
program.”’ 

Mr. Reno saiii that representa- 
itves of 24 farmers’ organizations 
had met in Des Moines and sup- 
ported the Haugen plan. 

Mr. Jardine said he had tried 
“honestly and sincerely’ to con- 
vince himself that the McNary- 
Haugen plan, as presented to the 
last session of Congress, would aid 
in giving greater returns to agri- 
culture, but that it was impossible 
for him to see where it would bene- 
fit the farmer. 


Cites Equalization Fee. 


Taking the annual wheat produc- 
tion as a concrete example, Mr. 
Jardine said that of an average 
yield of 835,000,000 bushels about 
1757000,000 was exported, and the 
balance of 660,000,000 left for do- 
mestic consumption. With a world 
price of $1 a bushel. the American 
price would be $1.42, according to 
the McNary-Haugen plan, he said. 
This would make the equalization 
fee 10% cents, he added, and 
farmers would pay this on every 
bushel of wheat. 

“In other words,” he explained, 
“they would lose 42 cents a bushel 
on the amount exported in order to 
hold up the domestic price. This 
sounds well, but who consumes the 
660,000,000 bushels of wheat an- 
nually in this country? It is con- 
servative to say that farmers con- 
sume 412,500,000 bushels out of 
the 660,000,000 used annually in 
the United States. 

“I leave it to you to figure out 
for yourselves where a law, based 
on those principles would aid in 
giving greater returns to agri- 
culture.’’ 

Agriculture has made some re- 
covery since the low points of 1921, 
when the farmer’s dolalr was worth 
only 69 cents, Dr. Jardine said, for 
the farmers’ commodities today 
have a purchasing power of 87 per 
cent.

From the official records of the 
case it is known that on September 
20, 1921, the claim. of the Swiss 
company was filed with the alien 
property custodian, and a day later 
was passed by Miller. Two days 
later, the records, show it was pass- 
ed and ordered paid by Daugherty 
as Attorney General. 

In the indictment making crim- 
inal charges against Miller and 
Daugherty it is set forth that they 
allowed the claim without investi- 
gation of the claimant, and paid the 
$7,000,000 forthwith under the 
spur of bribes amounting to $391,- 
000, alleged to have been received 
by them. The bribes were said to 
have been in the form of liberty 
bonds supposedly held for the Ger- 
man owners of the stock in ques- 
tion. 


Merton Called Central Figure. 


Probably the central figure, and 
reputedly the instigator of the. al- 
legedly fictitious claim of the Swiss 
corporation, was Richard Merton, 
German copper magnate and head 
of the German metal trust of 
Frankfort. Merton came to New 
York in 1921 to set to work to re- 
gain his portion of the $7,000,000 
proceeds of the sale of his own 
stock in the American Metals Co. 
in the name of the Swiss Corpora- 
tion, according to the allegations 
of the government. 

Through the late John T. King, 
intimate of Daugherty, Merton be- 
came acquainted with Jess W. 
Smith,-friend of Davgherty. Smith 
later took his own life. One of the 
contentions. of the government is 
that King a Smith made it pos- 
sible for Merton to obtain so readi- 
ly the allowance of the Swiss cor- 
poration’s claim for the $7,000,000. 

Subsequent investigation was 
placed in charge of Hiram C. Todd, 
formerly special assistant to the At- 
torney General. The result of this 
investigation was an indictment, 
Since dismissed. against Miller and 
all the German andSwiss corpora- 
tions and their officials. The in- 
dictment followed a fruitless jour- 
ney to Europe in which Todd failed 
to gain adequate information from 
Germany. 


Magnate May Be Witness. 

Mr. Buckner took over the case 
December 1, 1925, investing full 
power in his assistant, Kenneth F. 
Simpson. Simpson and his aids 
examined many witnesses before 
the Federal grand jury, and even 
went to Germany to interview Mer- 
ton, who is now in this city and is 
expected to figure as a witness at 
the trial, despite lack of official 
confirmation of the report from Mr. 
Buckner. 

On July 7 last, Federal Judge 
Mack denied a motion to dismiss 
the indictment charging Miller and 
Daugherty. with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. The motion, 
on behalf of Miller, was made by 
Robert S. Johnstone on the ground 
that the statute of limitations for- 
bade prosecution after three years. 

But Mr. Buckner, through his as- 
sistants, William D. Whitney, Ken- 
neth F. Simpson and Ben Hertzog, 
contended that the period had been 
extended by Congress to six years in 
all cases involving attempts to de- 
fraud the United States, As Mr. 
Buckner explained, Daugherty was 
himself responsible for the exten- 
tion because of his appeal to Con- 
gress while he was in office. 

In opposing the motion, Mr. 
Buckner maintained that while the 
defendants did not defraud the.gov- 
ernment out of any money, they 
had, by accepting a bribe, as 
charged, deprived the government 
of their disinterested services, and 
by this action had defrauded it.

FOREIGN OIL RESOURCES. 


“Expansion of American holdings in 
eign oil fields.’’ 

President Coolidge’s Federal oil comserva- 
tion board, in a report on the industry and con- 
servation of petroleum, made public yesterday, 
emphasized the foregoing as one of the im- 
portant methods by. which the. country’s fu- 


ture oil supply may be made secure: 


Waning supplies in the United States, due to 
waste and extravagance in the use of this 
essential commodity, make the acquirement of 
foreign sources of supply imperative;. but the 
board gives no information as to how this 
may be accomplished and evades any refer- 
ence to the difficulties that stand in the way 
of a successful invasion by American capital 
of foreign oil fields. There is a hint, how- 
ever, that this subject may be dealt with in a 
supplemental report. 

How the people of this country may obtain 
their fair share of the products of foreign 
oil fields is, by far, the most important phase 
of the subject matter upon which the conserva- 
tion. board spent more than nineteen months 
of painstaking investigation. 

The United States will not engage in the 
oil or any other business, as a government, it 
refuses, and properly so, to exact concessions 
for itself or its nationals. On the other hand, 
it does demand a square deal .for. its citizens 
when they seek to invest their capital abroad, 
and it does object to the policy of strong 
powers in coercing weak governments into 
granting undue privileges and advantages to 
their respective nationals. 

The question of the proper distribution of 
the world supply of oil among the nations 
which constitute the largest users is one,. there- 
fore, that can be answered in but one way-— 
with fairness and justness, not only toward 
those..countries which need oil but toward 
those countries ‘whose natural resources are 
sought to be exploited. To reach such a solu- 
tion of this great problem in which the entire 
world is vitally interested, the ‘‘open door’’ 
policy in the mandated countries must be as- 
sured. It is becoming evident, however, that 
those nations which, under the Versailles 
treaty, took over the territories divided as the 
spoils of war, under the pretense of establish- 
ing good government and protecting the in- 
terests of the various peoples, are more con- 
cerned in exploiting the countries assigned 
them under mandate and creating and hold- 
ing a monopoly of their natural resources. 

The dominant foreign powers today are en- 
gaged in the business, as nations, of obtaining 
oil concessions through one means or another 
in order to control the oil supply for their 
navies. In°many. instances they are backing 
up corporations ostensibly private in char- 
acter; in others the governments themselves 
own the stock of these corporations and con- 
trol their activities. Under such conditions 
the. great difficulties encountered by American 
private companies in gaining oil concessions 
are apparent. 

Not-so very long ago the United States was 
forced to take notice of the activities of British 
government officials: seeking to acquire special 
privileges and concessions in Colombia. These 
British officials withdrew and abandoned their 
efforts only after” “urgent measures had been 
taken by the United States to prevent a British 
monopoly from exploiting Colombia at the ex- 
pense of American citizens: The recent treaty 
with Colombia under which this government 
paid over $25,000,000 was held by senators

CONDITIONS IN IRE LAND. 


The Dublin horse show, which for a long time 
past has been admittedly the finest of its kind 


in the world, eclipsed all records this year, and 


drew an unprecedented cosmopolitan and poly- 


~giot crowd from every part of the globe to the 


eapital of the Irish Free State. . Held early in 
August, when the.city and its suburbs were at 
their brightest, and the weather, sometimes 
fickle, was on its best behavior, the show had 
on this occasion an entirely new feature in the 
shape of an international military jumping 
which proved popular: beyond 
the highest -anticipations. Strange as it may 
seem, the team that received the greatest ap- 
plause, although it was not the winning one, 
was composed of British officers. The change 
of attitude thus indicated emboldened a corre- 
spondent of the London Times to make an in- 
vestigation of conditions in the Irish Free State 
generally, and the conclusions he arrived at are 


most illuminating and encouraging for all the.

The correspondent finds that the present 
government, headed by President Cosgrave, 
has to its credit a substantial list of achieve- 
ments. It has created, in the civic guards, an 
admirable unarmed police force, which is well 
disciplined, efficient, courteous and intelligent.

strife, and has effected a marked improvement 
in communications throughout the country. It 
has put down abuses and maladministration in 
local bodies; has taken active steps for the 
promotion of temperance, and has set up a de- 
partment of agriculture, which not only un- 
derstands rural problems but has also won the 
confidence of the farmers, the backbone of the 
country. The government is also engaged in 
plans for drainage of flooded areas, for re- 
forestation and for a _ huge electrification 
scheme intended to benefit every section of.the 
Free State and all classes of the people. 


The Times correspondent noted with special 


‘satisfaction the absence of any sectarian bias, 


a fact to which, the various Protestant churches 
have borne frank testimony. He summarizes 
an exhaustive analysis of. the whole situation 
thus:

Guatemala and Nicaragua. 


To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
In The Post of August 30 a letter 
was published signed ‘‘B. H.,” con- 
taining certain observations critical 
of the attitude of the government of 
the United States toward that of 
Nicaragua, which is described by 
the author as “meddling,” follow- 
ing which he declares that ‘‘the 
rebels in Nicaragua are supported 
from Guatemala territory,’’ in vio- 
lation of the Central American 
treaty of. 1923, under which the 
signatories are forbidden to allow 
their territory ‘‘to be used as a base 
for military operations in any other 
* * * ‘*Hence,’’ says the writer, 
‘it becomes equally our duty to en- 
‘force that same treaty against Gua- 
temala and prevent it from allow- 
ing its territory to be used as a base 
of supplies for the civil war in Nica- 
ragua.”’ 

I do not feel that it would be 
proper for me to permit these irre- 
sponsible statements in respect to 
Guatemala to go unchallenged; for, 
in the first place, that nation. has 
not, directly or indirectly, know- 
ingly permitted its territory to be 
made a base of supplies, in the in- 
terest of those Nicaraguans who 
have deemed it right to resort to 
force in order to restore constitu- 
tional order in their country, 
though it might readly have done 
so without infringing on the 
provision of the existing treaty, 
which deals with recognized gov- 
ernments only (Article XIV), while 
the Nicaraguan regime, of which 
Gen. Emiliana Chamorro is the titu- 
lar head, having come into power 
by means of a coup d'etat, has, in 
pursuance of that treaty, been re- 
fused recognition by both the Unit- 
ed States and the remaining four’ 
republics of Central America.

It cost more in taxes to be a 
citizen of Nevada in the fiscal year 
ending in 1925 than of any other 
of 41 States for which financial | , 
statistics have been made public! 
thus far by the census bureau. 

Ohio and Georgia stood at the, 

other end of the line. Per capita‘ 
property and special taxes amount- | 
ed to $1.79: in Ohio, $2.21 in 
Georgia, and $17.79 in Nevada. 
Per capita expenditures for main- 
tenance and operation of general 
departments of the State govern- 
ments, exclusive of payments in 
connection with public service en- 
terprises, interest on debts and per- 
manent improvements, were $4.67 
in Georgia, $5.16 in Ohio and 
$28.75 in Nevada. 
Oregonians, however, shouldered 
the greatest per capita State debt. 
$47.08, while Nebraskans, who 
owed nothing, and Floridians, 
whose share of such obligations 
was only 22 cents each, were best 
off in this respect. 


Expenditures Greater. 


Figures on the basis of prelimi- 
nary statements from each of the 
48 States disclosed expenditures 
for all purposes amounting to 
$1,614,.562,230 during their fiscal 
years ending prior to January l, 
1926, compared with $1,513,628,- 
021 in the preceding year and 
$517,503,220 in 1917. 

Revenues of the 48 States from 
all sources totaled $1.485,242,240 
in 1925. This was $3738,703,981 
more than payments required for 
general government expenses, but 
$129,319,990 less than gross out- 
lay, including permanent improve- 
ments. Only 17 States obtained 
sufficient revenue to cover all out- 


lays. 

Calculated on a per capita basis, 
the cost of State governments, ex- 
clusive of expenditures for perman- 
ent improvements, rose to $9.20 
for each citizen in 1925. from $9 in 
1924, and $4.19 in 1917. 

Total per capita revenue receipts 
of the 48 States were $13.19 in 
1925, $12.32 in 1924, and $5.14 in 
1917. Per capita property and 
special taxes, which produced 40 
per cent of the gross revenues in 
1925, amounted to $5.28 in that 
year, $5.20 in 1924, and $2.86 in 
1917. 

Net indebtedness of all the States 
increased to $1,251,702,639, or 
$11.12 per capita, in 1925, com- 
pared with $10.64 per capita in 
1924, and $4.93 in 1917. Assessed 
valuation of property increased 
$4.850,932,000, to a total of $136,- 
184,490,483.

Per Cent of 1926 Business.

One hundred mammoth corpora- 
tidns in the realm of manufactur- 
ing, returns to the Federal govern- 
ment disclose, are leading the en- 
tire pack of nearly 90,000 others in 
skimming the cream of 1926 profits 
in their respective fields. These 
giants of industry probably will 
average net profits of more than 
$15,000,000 apiece this year. They 
represent huge aggregations. of 
capital, distributed among thou- 
sands of individual stockholders, 
and—on the basis of past perform- 
ances——will get more than 30 per 
cent of all the manufacturing busi- 
ness done in the United States this 
vear 

Probably not to exceed 1,500 
men are in charge of the activities 
of these great concerns, determine 
their policies end direct the ener- 
gies of their emploves. This group 
of 1,500 men acts as trustees for 
the real owners, or stockholders, 
of their companies. 

Another group of not to exceed 
600 manufacturing corporations 
follows them in the magnitude of 
their operations. The second group 
of 600 companies will divide about 
20 per cent of the nation’s manu- 
facturing business among them. 


Record of 19238 Is cited. 


The two groups, not exceeding 
700 companies, will take half or 
more of all the profits in American 
manufacturing this year. From 
89,000 to 90,000 other incorporat- 
ed companies, operating on smaller 
capital, will divide the remaining 
half of the profits. Out of those 
90,000 concerns, however, approxi- 
mately 325,000 will maze no profit

Lest the foregoing seem a bold 
prediction, it is pointed out that 
these conditions run parallel. to 
exactly what happened in 1923 
when. our prosperity reached pro- 
portions which had not been at- 
tained before. In that year, 98 
mammoth corporations made net 
profits totaling more than $1,350,- 
000,000; 506 sther large corpora- 
tions made profits running to more 
than $970,000,000, and the 2 
groups combined, 598 corpofations, 
made net profits of $2,325.000,000, 
or more than one-half of all the 
profits made by all the incorporated 
manufacturing concerns throughout 
the country.

000.000 divided among 54,000 suc- 
cessful competitors. 


Manufacturing Has Expanded. 


Such was the terrific toll exacted 
in the prosperous year of 1923 by 
inefficiency, inadequate capital, 
waste and bad judgment in the 
manufacturing business of the 
United States. It is a toll which 
has run fairly constant during the 
years of prosperity and has grown 
larger in periods of readjustment. 
Unless there has been a re-making 
of the manufacturing business over- 
night, the toll will be approxi- 
mately as great in 1926 as it was 
in 1923. 

Since 1923, the manufacturing 
industry of the country has expand- 
ed greatly in certain lines (and 
failed to expand in others) and in 
estimating the turn of business in 
1926 allowance has been made for 
this expansion. Otherwise, the 1923 
figures, taken from the ledgers of 
the companies themselves and re- 
ported by them to the bureau of 
internal revenue in the form of tax 
returns, stand as representative of 


,;conditions today. 


Looking over the field of these 
returns, it is found that 37 mam- 
moth corporations .engaged in the 


tomobiles, machinery, 
equipment, rolling mill and foundry 
products and miscellaneous metal 
manufactures, got nearly one-half 
of all the business done in their 
line (about $16.000,000,000 repre- 
senting the whole) and made up- 
wards of 45 per cent of all the 
profits. 

The tax bureau does not disclose 
the names of individual taxpayers 
in making public the consolidated 
returns of their business, but in this 
group it is not difficult to pick the 
leading companies. Obviously the 
United.

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Electric and United Shoe Machinery 
will be found in that group. 

The same group of 37 companies, 
possibly enlarged by one or two 
others. may reasonably be expected 
to duplicate their performance this 
year. They will get half of the 
business in their line, or there- 
abouts, and will make nearly half 
of the profits.. Their employes, 
numbering several millions, and 
their little army of stockholders 
will share in the new measure of 
prosperity, as a matter of course. 

Not to exceed 500 men will di- 
rect the affairs of this powerful 
group of companies. They, of 
course, are chosen by the stock- 
holders, directly or indirectly. 

Another group of 155 large cor- 
porations engaged in the same line 
of manufacturing averaged some- 
what mores than $2,000,000 in 
profits apiece during 1923, This 
second group of corporations did 
a combined business of more than 
$3,.000,000,000 that year. Com- 
bined with the first group of 37 
supercorporations, they went into 
the competitive markets. and 
emerged with $11.000,000,000 
worth of business out of a total of 


$16,000,000,000. The 192 large cor-|' 


porations in this-line thus got about 
two-thirds of al] the business, leav- 
ing the remaining one-third of the 
business to be divided among the 
smaller fry, consisting of more than 
16,000 other corporations. 

And of those 16,000 corporations 
more than 6,000 operated at a loss 
during the year. The same pro- 
portion undoubtedly will hold for 
the present prosperous period, al- 
though the total number of corpora- 
tions in this line undoubtedly is 
greater than it was in 1923. 


Profits in Metal Making. 


Thus in the metal manufactur- 
ing line, our present prosperity will 
be divided somewhat as follows: To 
200 mammoth corporations, two- 


thirds of all the profits; to about 
10.000 smaller corporations, one- 
third of all the profits; to 6,000 or 
more corporations, no profits at all, 
but losses (which mounted in 1923 
to about $178,000,000). 

In considering the figures, it 
should be borne in mind, of course, 
that the large companies represent 
the holdings of many thousands of 
men and women stockholders and 
that their prosperity is divided 
among these stockholders. But the 
brains of the business, backed by 
the capital, appear to be concen- 
trated in 200 corporations, or fewer, 
out of a total of more than 16,009, 
and in active control of the affairs 
of the 200 companies is a group of 
not more than 3,000 executives and 
directors. 

Those 3,000 men will emerge 
from the industrial conflict of 1926 
with profits for themselves and 


their stockholders of considerably 


more than $1,000,000,000.

000 people are bitten yearly by 
poisonous snakes. in Brazil. Of 
these, 15,000 a year are said to be 
cured by these snake poison sera. 
There are but few railroads in 
Brazil and other means of trans- 
portation are not of the best. 

In comparison the snake bite 
situation with us is trivial. We 
have but four poisonous snakes and 
only one of those has a heavy dose 
of poison. Our transportation is 
rapid. Our people are intelligent.

Extension of installation 
flashing beacons on heavy concrete

One is 
to finance them. Moller believes 
that, in view of the frequency with 
which loading spaces are being 
struck, the delay of waiting for 
Congress to appropriate money to 
buy the beacons should be avoided. 
He wants to install them at once. 

This can be done, he Says, if tne 
Congressional authorization of ex- 
penditure of fees for renewing 
auto drivers’ permits for electric 
traffic signals can be so construed 
as to include flashing beacons. 
Moller says they certainly are elec- 
tric traffic signals.
